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1. (LOU) HEADS OF STATES FROM BURUNDI, RWANDA, 
TANZANIA, UGANDA, ZAMBIA, AND THE PRIME MINISTER OF 
ZAIRE MET IN NAIROBI AT THE INVITATION OF PRESIDENT 
MOI ON JANUARY 7 TO DISCUSS THE SITUATION IN RWANDA 
WITH EMPHASIS ON THE QUESTION OF REFUGEES AND 
DISPLACED PERSONS IN THE REGION. ALSO ATTENDING WAS 
THE UN SECRETARY GENERAL ' S SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE IN 
RWANDA SHAKHRAN KHAN. CONSPICUOUS IN HIS ABSENCE WAS 
ZAIRE PRESIDENT MOBUTU. THE HEADS OF STATE AGREED ON 
THE FOLLOWING: 

SUPPORT FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND OPERATIONS OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL WAR CRIMES TRIBUNAL ON RWANDA; 

SEPARATION OF SUSPECTED PERPETRATORS OF GENOCIDE 
FROM REFUGEES AND SEPARATION OF INT IMID ATORS WITHIN 
THE REFUGEE CAMPS; 

ESTABLISHMENT OF SAFE CORRIDORS FROM REFUGEES 
CAMPS TO THE RWANDAN BORDER; 

ESTABLISHMENT OF SAFE CORRIDORS AND TRANSIT 
POINTS INSIDE RWANDA; 

COMMENDED THE GOVERNMENT OF RWANDA FOR EFFORTS 
TAKEN TO ESTABLISH BROAD -BASED GOVERNMENT AND URGE 
THEM TO PUT IN PLACE CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES TO 
ENCOURAGE REFUGEES TO RETURNS- 
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-- THANKED THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY FOR THE 
SUPPORT AND URGED INCREASED ECONOMIC SUPPORT FOR 
REHABILITATION AND RECONSTRUCTION OF RWANDA. 

FULL TEXT OF COMMUNIQUE IS PROVIDED PARA 6. 

THANKED THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY FOR THE 
2. (LOU) THE AGENDA AND VENUE OF THE SUMMIT WERE 
HELD CLOSELY BY THE KENYANS. ALTHOUGH WE WERE TOLD 
BY THE GOK THAT NO OFFICIAL INVITATIONS TO THE 
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DIPLOMATIC COMMUNITY WOULD BE EXTENDED, WE AND OTHER 
DIPLOMATS WERE WELCOME TO ATTEND. HOWEVER, EFFORTS 
TO ASCERTAIN INFORMATION ON THE CONFERENCE ' S VENUE 
WERE UNSUCCESSFUL UNTIL LATE FRIDAY NIGHT WHEN WE 
LEARNED IT WOULD BE HELD AT STATE HOUSE. 

3. (C) COMMENT: FROM THE GOK POINT OF VIEW THE 
CONFERENCE SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN A SUCCESS . 
NONETHELESS, WE HAVE HEARD THAT PRESIDENT MOI TRIED 
WITHOUT SUCCESS TO GET AGREEMENT ON THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF SECURITY ZONES INSIDE RWANDA WHICH THE RWANDAN 
PRESIDENT WOULD NOT ACCEPT. THE COMPROMISE WAS THE 
ACCEPTANCE OF SECURITY CORRIDORS AND TRANSIT POINTS 
AS OPPOSED TO SECURITY ZONES INSIDE RWANDA. THE 
KENYANS WERE ALSO SURPRISED AND DISAPPOINTED THAT 
PRESIDENT MOBUTU DID NOT ATTEND SINCE MOBUTU HAD 
INITIALLY SUGGESTED THE IDEA OF THE CONFERENCE. WITH 
OVER ONE MILLION RWANDAN REFUGEES IN ITS TERRITORY, 
ZAIRE IS CENTRAL TO ANY EFFORT TO ADDRESS THE 
PROBLEMS OF SECURITY IN THE CAMPS. 
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4. (C) IT IS ALSO NOTEWORTHY THAT RWANDAN PRESIDENT 
BIZIMUNGU WAS PRESENT AND PICTURED NEXT TO PRESIDENT 
MOI IN THE OFFICIAL PHOTO OF THE SUMMIT. 
FURTHERMORE, THE COMMUNIQUE RECOGNIZED EFFORTS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT OF RWANDA TO ESTABLISH A BROAD-BASED 
GOVERNMENT AND, MORE IMPORTANTLY, AFFIRMED ITS 
SUPPORT FOR THE INTERNATIONAL TRIBUNALS TO WHICH THE 
KENYANS HAD NOT PREVIOUSLY MADE A FIRM COMMITMENT. 
THE GOK, WHICH HAD CLOSE POLITICAL AND COMMERCIAL 
TIES TO THE FORMER GOVERNMENT NEVER OFFICIALLY 
RECOGNIZED THE NEW GOVERNMENT OF RWANDA. (ACCORDING 
TO MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS CONTACTS, THE GOK DOES 
NOT OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZE GOVERNMENTS BUT COUNTRIES, 
AND DOES NOT MAKE OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS OF 
RECOGNITION WHEN THERE IS A CHANGE OF GOVERNMENT.) 
ON JANUARY 5, HOWEVER, THE RWANDAN AMBASSADOR POSTED 
BY THE FORMER GOVERNMENT SAID HIS FAREWELL TO 
PRESIDENT MOI, AND THE NEW CHARGE, HERE SINCE 
OCTOBER, WAS ACCEPTED JUST TWO DAYS BEFORE THE 
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BEGINNING OF THE SUMMIT. END COMMENT.

RWANDA. 

(2) SEPARATION OF SUSPECTED PERPETRATORS OF GENOCIDE 
FROM THE INNOCENT REFUGEES. 
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SEPARATION OF INT IMID ATORS WITHIN THE REFUGEE CAMPS. 
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(3) ESTABLISHMENT OF SAFE CORRIDORS FROM REFUGEE 
CAMPS TO THE RWANDAN BORDER. 

(4) ACCEPTANCE OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF SAFE 
CORRIDORS AND TRANSIT POINTS INSIDE RWANDA. 

(5) COMMEND THE GOVERNMENT OF RWANDA FOR EFFORTS AND 
STEPS SO FAR TAKEN TO ESTABLISH BROAD BASED 
GOVERNMENT ADMINISTRATION AND URGE THEM TO DEEPEN THE 
EFFORT IN THE SPIRIT OF THE ARUSHA PEACE ACCORD AND 
FURTHER URGE THE GOVERNMENT /ARMY OF RWANDA TO PUT IN 
PLACE ADDITIONAL CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES TO 
ENCOURAGE VOLUNTARY RETURN OF REFUGEES. 

(6) THANK THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY FOR THE 
SUPPORT AND URGE INCREASED ECONOMIC SUPPORT FOR 
REHABILITATION AND RECONSTRUCTION OF RWANDA. 

THE HEADS OF STATE EXPRESSED GRATITUDE TO HIS 
EXCELLENCY PRESIDENT MO I AND THE GOVERNMENT AND 
PEOPLE OF THE REPUBLIC OF KENYA, FOR THE WARM AND 
FRATERNAL RECEPTION AND HOSPITALITY EXTENDED TO THEIR 
DELEGATIONS DURING THEIR STAY IN NAIROBI.
